well. 
First a contract was made with 


company which consumed 
eleven 


months in ihe work and when they got 
to the balling point they stopped ops- 
rations and began to figure on options 
on adjoining land. 
Of course all the 


owners were wise and declined to sell 
or lease the land, wanting to have the 
well brought In so that they would be 
able to put their land on the market as 
oil bearing. 
The drillers fooled away 


so much time that when they tried 
eventually to bring1 in _Jhe well It had 
Become choked and 
they 
could do 


nothing with it. 
They had spent all 


of their money and had to abandon the 
work. 


Drillers Balk. 


Beck and his associates then made 


a contract with some experienced dril- 
lers to bring In a well and everything 
proceeded smoothly until the balling 
process was reached. Then the dril- 
lers began to speculate in land, or that 
Is what they tried to do. No one would 
sell. 
The 
drillers 
swore that they 


would not add value to the land of 
the neighbors, and unless they could 
get some leases to a good advantage 
they would not bring In the well, and 
they made good on the threat. 
They 


pulled up their rigging and left. 
If 


they had brought in a well the value 
of all the land there would have in- 
creased enormously. 
The drillers felt 


that tljey had a personal right to say 
this should not be done unless they 
had a chance at the divide. Whether 
they had any such right they had the 
power and spoiled the well. Since then 
they have said to all drillers that the 
field was no good, that they had made 
a thorough test. 
There was no oil. 


After two experiences of that kind cov- 
ering the big end of two years Mr. 
Beck has taken another tack. He will 
not be at the mercy of the contractors. 
He has organized a company of Texas 
men and they will do their own dril- 
ling and know to a certainty If there 
is oil beneath that land. 
All of the 


men in the company 
have 
absolute 


faith in the proposition and feel that 
there was never any failure to show 
oil, but that they were previously at 
the mercy of speculators who jockled 
for a big stake and failed to win. 


Mr. Beck has not attempted to or- 


ganize a company in Decatur, but he 
says that In all probability he will do 
so at some future day. He expects to 
return to his southern home one day 
this week.

LAYING AN 
OCEAN CABLE. 


It U Always Put Down from W»st t« 


East Acrois Atlantic. 


The Commercial Cable company1! 


Atlantic cable from Casno, N. S., to 
Waterville, Ireland, was completed and 
put In operation on Oct. 6, says the 
Philadelphia Record. This mokes sev- 
en transatlantic cables worked In di- 
rect connection with the lines of the 
Postal Telegraph-Cable company. All 
of them are duplexed so that their 
combined capacity Is fourteen mes- 
sages at one time. 
. The Atlantic cables are always laid 
from west to east because the prevail- 
ing winds in the summer months on 
the Atlantic are from west and ships 
make much better weather going east- 
ward; consequently the Colonla, tha 
steamer which had the cable aboard, 
sailed direct from England to America, 
arriving off the coast of Nova Scotia 
on Aug. 16, and landed the heavy shore 
end of the cable on the morning of 
Aug. 18. Moving out from the shore, 
she struck a rock and remained fast 
on it for four days. The injuries sh« 
sustained compelled her to go into dry 
dock at Halifax with 2,300 miles of 
submarine cable aboard. Repairs were 
made and the Colonla took the sea 
again. 
On Seplerrber 23 she laid her 


course from Casno, N. S., paying out 
the cable. 
On Oct. 3 she arrived, without ml»r^ 


hap, at a point 187 miles from the coast " 
of Ireland, where the final splice was 
to be made between -tl:a cable that she 
had paid out from the American side 
and the 187 miles of cable previously 
laid westward from the Irish coast by 
the steamship Cambria in the month 
of June. The weather was heavy and. 
the Colonia was ccmpelled to heave to 
for several days awaiting smoother 
seas to enable her to make the final 
splice, which was made on Oct. 0. 


At some points the cable was laid at 


a depth of nearly three miles below 
the surface of the sea. The quanti-

The work was not hard, 
in fact once that he became accustom- 
ed to the saddle he was rather fond 
of it than otherwise. 
He was on the "U cross" ranch, said 


to be the property of'the Letters ol 
Chicago, and there were 22.000 head 
of cattle there. According to Onstott's 
story that bunch has been sold to i» 
man who will as soon as practical in 
the spring, drive them into the Alberta 
country in northwest Canada. 
The 


owners of the ' U cross" ranch wil 
stock tht place with sheep. The Deca- 
tur man says that many of the cattle 
men are selling their herds and making 
preparations to engage in sheep rais- 
ing. 
The expense of carin? for the 


sheep is much less and In proportion 
to the value per animal the returns 
are said to be greater. 


Onstott declares that he learned to
